Sadly enough the evidence is emphatic that Sec- 
retary Baker is adopting principles previously laid 
down by the administration in its relations with 
the Mexican tumult; the principle, substantially, of 
an offensive against one outlaw faction and support 
of another. ;

It must be made patent at once that there ts no 
special fondness in America for Villa; no defense 
offered for him and his ambitions. Yet his faction 
has been antagonized by an American punitive 
force.

SIMPLE SEPTIC TANK. 
ROF. EARLE B. PHELPS of the 
United States public health service 
describes a simple sewage disposal 
box in reprint No. 604 from public 
health reports. Persons who wish to 


_}have some form of sewage disposal on 


their country places and summer resort 
houses and small neighborhood groups, 
who cannot afford a regular sewerage 
system, should send to Washington for 
a copy of this bulletin. It is likewise 
very well adapted to rural schools. It 
should prove a distinct improvement over 


the septic tanks which many have in- 


stalled and it costs considerably less 
| meney to build. The cost.of construction 
should not exceed $250 and an ordinary 
carpenter can put it in. 

The filter is the device of Naismith of 
{the Toronto health department. The 
sewage flows into a grit chamber and 


|then into a sediment compartment, in 


which there are two baffles, and then 
through a wire screen to a pipe and 
thence tc the filter section. From this 
‘pipe it flows on to a tipper distributer. 


| This tipper works automatically in dis- 


tributing the sewage over the filter. The 
‘filter consists of ordinary laths laid down 
with spaces three inches wide, The laths 
are parallel. The laths of the layer 
-above run at right angles to those below. 
The laths of each layer are so placed 
that they come over the center in the 
‘open space in the second layer below. 

-o 

' The depth of the laths varies from 
three and one-half to six feet. For. a 
emall family a lath filter three and one- 
half feet deep is enough. A fifter vol- 
ume of elght cubic feet per capita is 
sufficieht. From the filter the sewage 
passes down over ledges to a holding 
tank below. Out of this tank the effluent 
passes through a pipe located about two 
feet above the bettom. 

The entire box in thirteen feet long, 
five feet ten inches broad, and about 
six feet high. Ahout two to three cubic 
feet of sludge per capita nocumuiates in 
a year. It should be renoved and used 
as a fertilizer. 
a year. 
Inspection three or four times a year 
will probably cover all the attention this 
device needs. The effluent should not 
discharge directly into a ntream. Such 
-acombination filter and geptic tank is 
inoffensive, safe, not troublesome, and 
protects against typhoid and files.
